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PLAN FOR NEW BANK ISSUES.

W ashington, April 6.—The bill pre-' 
pared 
by 
the 
subcommittee of tho 
house committee on banking and cur- ! 
rency for the reform of the currency ! 
was introduced in the house Tuesday. ' 
The bill consists of two parts. 
The ! 
first eleven sections provide 
for 
the | 
establishment of a separate division of j 
issue and redemption in the United 
States treasury department, and the re­ 
maining sections relate to banking and 
bank currency. 
The plans for a division of issue and 
redemption are practically the same as 
those brought forward by the Indian­ 
apolis monetary commission and ap­ 
proved by Secretary Gage. To the di­ 
vision would be committed all func­ 
tions relating to the issue and redemp­ 
tion of notes and to the exchange of 
coin. 
Provision is made for a reserve fund 
in this division to consist of 25 per 
cent in gold of the value of outstand­ 
ing United States notes and treasury 
notes, and of 5 per cent in gold of the 
aggregate 
coinage of silver 
dollars. 
This fund is to be used solely for the 
redemption of notes and silver. 
The secretary of the treasury is re­ 
quired to maintain the gold reserve 
high enough to secure immediate re­ 
demption of notes and silver dollars at 
all times, and to do this he is allowed 
to transfer other funds from the treas­ 
ury in excess of a cash balance of $50,- 
000,000 to the division, and also to is­ 
sue bonds at not over 3 per cent inter­ 
est, with privilege of redemption after 
one year. 
Among the duties of the division it is 
expressly specified shall be the pay­ 
ment of gold coin on demand in ex­ 
change for silver dollars and of silver 
for gold. 
The further issue of gold 
certificates and of currency certificates 
is forbidden. United States notes and 
treasury notes, once redeemed, are to 
be canceled in amounts not in excess 
of the national currency notes issued 
on the basis of the act. 
No United States notes or treasury 
notes, once redeemed in gold, shall be 
paid out again except for gold, or if the 
secretary of the treasury deems neces­ 
sary, in the purchase of United States 
bonds, which shall be held in the divi­ 
sion subject to use in an emergency. 
There is established a new species of 
bank circulation to be called “national 
reserve notes,” to be issued by 
the 
banks on the basis of deposits of Unit­ 
ed States notes or treasury notes and 
which are to be so regulated that in 
effect the banks take upon them all 
the burdens of the current redemption 
Of the government notes in gold. The 
national reserve notes are to be legal 
tender and their ultimate redemption 
falls on the government. 
Besides the national reserve 
notes 
banks are allowed to issue what are 
called national currency notes, to 
be 
secured by bonds or by the assets of 
the banks, instead of by deposits of 
United States or of treasury notes. 
The total national currency issues of 
any national bank are never to be al­ 
lowed to exceed its paid up capital. 
Every new national bank will be re­ 
quired to take out national 
reserve 
notes to the extent of 25 per cent of its 
capital, unless there are not enough 
United States notes and treasury notes 
in existence to provide security to that 
extent. 
National currency notes are to be is­ 
sued on the basis of 
United 
States 
bonds at par value, hut banks are to be 
allowed to reduce the amount of bonds 
they now have on deposit for this pur­ 
pose by stages beginning one year from 
the passage of the act. Each year one- 
fourth of the bonds so used may be 
withdrawn. 
The national currency notes are to 
constitute a paramount lien on all the 
assets of the banks. When the national 
currency notes issued by a bank exceed 
60 peT cent of its capital a 2 per cent 
per annum tax is levied upon the ex­ 
cess issues, and when they exceed 80 
per cent a 6 per cent tax is to be placed 
on the further excess. 
National hanks must hold at least 
one-fourth of their regular reserves in 
gold. 
They must pay a franchise tax 
each half-year of one-tenth of I per 
cent of the aggregate amount of their 
capital, surplus and undivided 
prof­ 
its. 
The provisions for the amount of 
capital to be required of national banks 
are that in cities of 50,000 inhabitants 
or over no bank can have less than 
$200,000 capital. From this the capital 
ranges down to $25,000 in cities of less 
'liian 3,000 inhabitants. 
Branch banks 
are authorized under rules to be made 
by the comptroller of the currency. 


Frost Kills the Fruit. 
Indianapolis, Ind., April 6. — The 
cold wave that swept over southern In­ 
diana Monday night did much dam­ 
age to fruit. Madison, in the heart of 
the peach region, reports a heavy fall 
of snowr and a temperature of 22 de­ 
grees. 
Peaches, it is announced, are 
probably all killed. The reports indi­ 
cate that peaches, apples and small 
fruits 
of all kinds 
were blighted 
throughout the southern part of the 
state.

500 miners in the Pittsburg district are 
now on strike, and today’s mass meet­ 
ing at West Elizabeth may result in a 
large addition to this number. Presi­ 
dent Dolan wanted the diggers to work 
in all mines where the operators evi­ 
denced a desire to comply with the 
conditions of the interstate agreement. 
The diggers, however, have refused to 
return to work until the new screens 
are in place. 


Uneventful Day in the House.

Spain will be ordered home 
within the next twenty-four hours. 
The 
government has dispatched 
a 
fleet of six vessels to Havana to trans­ 
port all Americans now in Havana and 
vicinity who desire to leave the island. 
In addition to these vessels, Consul- 
General Lee is authorized to charter aa 
many other merchant vessels now ly­ 
ing in Havana harbor as he may deem 
necessary for the safe 
transport 
of 
American citizens. 
The 
government 
has sent Consul- 
General Lee instructions to see to the 
safety of American consuls and Amer­ 
icans in Cuba, and has given him full 
authority to go to whatever expense 
is necessary, including the hire of ves­ 
sels, to secure this end. 
Congress stands 
ready to vote for 
armed intervention in Cuba. 
A care­ 
ful poll of the senate and house makes 
this prediction certain. 
The president’s ultimatum to Spain 
will be sustained; the announcement 
of the president’s message at the meet­ 
ing of the cabinet at midnight Monday 
was received in congress with general 
Jubilation. 
There was, of course, an 
accompanying feeling of deep responsi­ 
bility. 
This was only natural when it 
was known that a vote for armed in­ 
tervention was in effect a vote for a 
declaration of war, but there was no 
hesitation in facing the all-important 
issue. 
Practical unanimity will be shown 
when the vote comes; the question Is, 
however, whetuer c o n fe ss will insist 
upon the recognition of Cuban inde­ 
pendence.
